The name Guatemala Was formerly given to a much larger area than 
that which the Republic now comprises; owing to this fact a consider- 
able number of books have been entered under Guatemala which 
relate more properly to Central America as a whole. 

Works relating to British Honduras or Belize will be found under 
Honduras proper. 

The present publication lays no claim to exhaustiveness, but is sim- 
ply intended as a guide to those who may desire to extend their 
researches further than the works bearing on this part of America 
which are usually found mentioned in catalogues already published. 
From time to time it will be followed by new editions, each of which 
it is hoped will be more complete than the former one.
